Sa 一 The undersigned, as contractors and keepers of the Peni- 
tentiary, respectfully present the following report: 

Under a contract with the.proper authorities, on the 25th day 
of January, 1855, we undertook to keep the Penitentiary.for two 
years, and construct, during that time, a certain brick building, 
to answer the purpose of;a work-shop, 150 feet long, 40 feet 
wide, 2 stories high, and covered with slate; also to make some 
repairs on the main building, for the sum of eighteen thousand 
dollars. The whole of the work, which we contracted to,do, 
has been completed by us and inspected and received, by your 
appointed agent, Gen. John Hutt, and paid for by the proper 
officers of the State; and all our other duties, as keepers of the 
Penitentiary, have been performed in a manner proper and. 
satisfactoty, we trust, to all parties, ир to this time. Our sub- 


` sisting contract will expire on the 12th. of January next, when. 


we shall be prepared to deliver up our trust to the proper State 
authority, or to turn it over to such other person as тау be em- 
ployed by them, as our successor. | | 
The occasion seems appropriate for submitting a.few.remarks, 
such as our experience has suggested, in respect to the present 
condition and future care of the establishment. The present 
exterior stone wall, built under a former contract, is substantial 
and duráble, as far as it has been carried up, and affords good 
generalsecurity against the escape of prisoners; but, owing to 
the system. of offsets adopted in its construction, (to accomodate 
it to the uneven surface of the ground,) deemed necessary to 
comply with the law under which it was built, the top of the 
wall is not only of unequal height, but also of unequal thickness 
in several parts of its extent. lt thus presents an unfinished 
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and ару appearance. Indeed, it is unfinished as4 piece of 
masonry, inasmuch as it lacks the usual and proper capping of 
stones. "This was not provided for.i in the contract, under which 
it was built by us, and we did not feel authorised to add it on. 
our own responsibility, as it would be hardly- suitable to the 
present inequality of the wall in. height. and thickness. More- 
over, we expected, as intimated in our report, of. 1854, that, the 
carrying up the whole: wall to the same. height and. ‘thickness, 
would be. provided for, and that this capping can then ‘be. more 
appr opriately put on, .In our opinion; this.. addition, i in order to 
give equality of height and thickness, and finish to the wall, is 
not only desirable for the sake of ` appearance, butis necessary 
to.give due stability and durability to the top of the. whole 
structure. And as the present- height. of.the wall (18 feet,) is 
not deemed quite- high enough to ensure that „perfect ‘security 
for which it was intended, we think it would:be advisable, while 
engaged in the additions above: suggested, (if they should be 
provided for) to. increase the present height- of the.. wall some 


` four or-five feet all-around. 


Owing to the increased number of convicts, it is necessary 
that the number of cells, for their. confinement, should be 


| increased. There аге now, 90. prisoners, and only 84 cells. In 
| consequence of this, we have to confine some of them in the old 


| 
work-shops within the:same building, which .are not. suitable, or 


secure enough for such а purpose. . In this building, if the. parti- 
tion walls and old work-shops | be. taken out, there will: be space 
enough. left for another block of 84 cells; as large as the old one. 

But it is proper to remark, in this connection, that we have 
found the dimensions of the present cells too. small, and, even if 


these should not be. enlarged, we, think that.the new. ones, which 


| are now necessary, should- be made, larger; sufficiently large, at 


least, to accommodate two persons, and to be so used in cases 
of sickness. This, is almost indispensable indeed, unless а 
separate building, for a hospital, shall be erected. But that à 


‚ hospital should be built, we think there can be no reasonable 
‚ question. Hurüánity,. at least, requires it. А building, for this 
| purpose, can be conveniently constructed аз a wing of the old 
| building, and. so arranged that the hospital shall occupy one side 
| of it, and a kitchen (which is also needed) the other; or, what 
| would, perhaps, be better for both purposes, it. might have two 
Stories, the kitchen below and the hospital above. 
_ The old building, containing the cells, old work-shops, "m 
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etc., needs a new roof—the present roof is in а decaying condi- 
tion. А new one of slate, such as that on the new building, is 
required. Besides the upper (3d) tier of cells, extending up close 
ito the old roof, are not, and, as at present situated, can not be 
sufficiently ventilated for the ordinary comfort and health of the 
convicts in summer-time; the closeness and heat of the air in 
those’ cells, make it improper and inhumane to put any one in 
them. This difficulty can be obviated, when the new roof of the 
old building, now necessary, as above stated, comes to be put on, 
by adding about 8 feet to the present height of its outer walls, 
and putting in arow of upper windows. It would be proper, 
also, we think, to ceil or plaster the underside of the new roof 
to the block; then, with sash and glass windows, proper ventila- 
tion could be had in warm weather; and, by the use of stoves, 
the whole building could be properly warmed in winter-time. 
We deem it our duty to repeat the recommendation, made in 
our report of 1854, that an-additional work-shop, 50 feet long by ' 
35 feet wide, one story high, and roofed with slate, be provided 
for, and to urge again, as then, respectfully but earnestly, that 
“a warden or keeper’s house" is also very necessary to the com- 
fort and even safety of the place—the immediate (and almost 
constant) presence of that officer being imperatively demanded. 
While we are àware that there is no law which requires us to 
make any recommendation, we yet trust that such as we have 
made will not be regarded as either ill-timed or out of place. 
In the double capacity of builders and keepers of the Penitentiary, 
for something more than four years past, our experience has not 
only forced upon our serious attention the several matters of 
which we have spoken, but afforded us means and opportunity 
of judging of them practically, beyond the reach of other persons, 
and we have thus been convinced of the truth and importance of 
the views we have ventured to express. | 
In respect, particularly, to the measures we have recom- 
mended, for improving the health and comfort of the prisoners, 
not only do we think they are demanded upon the general 
grounds.of humanity and true economy, but we have good rea- 
son to believe that much of the sickness in the Penitentiary, 
within the last few years, may be directly traced to & want of 
them. 
For a statement in detail, of the condition of the Penitentiary, 
the number of convicts received during the past two years, also 
those pardoned, restored to citizenship, discharged by sentence, 
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those of escapes, died, etc., etc., we refer. to the accompanying

Gentlemen: By your request, I respectfully submit the following 
report of the sanitary condition of the State Penitentiary, for the 
two years ending 10th October, 1856. 

During the above period, but few mechanical injuries, or саз-. 
ualities of a serious nature have 'occurred in the prison, and the 
convicts have generally enjoyed an immunity from general dis- 
ease, or tlie ordinary antumnal fevers, commensurate of that with 
the citizens of the surrounding country. 

The summer months of the present year were marked by an 


aggravated form of dysentery or flux in an epidemic character; 


, and was dependent in my opinion not in errors of diet as is so 


= 


frequently 1 the case, but was attributable to atmospheric causes, 
the influence of which is severely felt by those who are subject 
to the disadvantages of confinement. I frequently visited the 
mess-room of the establishment, and always found the rations 
abundant, wholesome and nutritious, and notwithstanding the 
unusual number of cases, and in many instances, the violence of 


‚ the attacks to this date, no deaths have occurred from the above 


disorder. 

Since the last reports of the contractors, at least one hundred 
and fifty cases of disease have been under medical treatment and 
of that number but two have died, one fróm consumption and 
the other from hemorrhage of the lungs. | 

There are about thirty of the inmates of the prison, who from 
the infermaties of age and chronic disease are unable to perform 
any useful labor, and are generally to be seen at the hospital. 

The necessity of a suitable room for a hospital has been seri- 
ously felt—the shops which have been used for the purpose are 
entirely unfit without very great improvement. 

The sanitary police óf the building and grounds has been 
thorough and efficient. | 

I take pleasure in acknowledging the uniform courtesy of the 


clerk and his zeal and efficiency in the administration ofthe reme- 


dies prescribed and. the promptness of the contractors in furnish- ` 
ing articles of medicines, etc.
